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did in Europe. The city is ofa triangular form, and 
rises gradually from the sea. 

Sovereign—Mahomet II. is 46 years ofage. Tle ascended the throne 
in 180s, and has two sons and several daughters. 

Government—The government is despotic. The sultan has a divan, 
and officers of state, but they all derive their power 
from him. 

Ntatistics—Turkey in Europe contains 204,000 square miles, and 
10,000,000 inhabitants ; its revenue is 11,200,000 dol- 
lars, its debt 36,000,000 dollars, its army 50,000 in 
peace, or 200,000 in war, and its navy “0 sail in peace, 
or 160) in war. The whole of the Turkish empire 
contains about TOAQ,Q00 square miles, and 26,000,000 
of inhabitants.
